Rev. Mr. A, Kuroda of the Federation of Evangelical Churches is 
vice-chairman end Rev. Mr. Masanao Fujita is executive secretary. 
The Tokyo Crusade will be held from May 6-June 4 in 1961 at the 
Tokyo Municipal Gymnasium. Twenty-seven different organizations 
gave up their rights to the gym duxing this period in order to 
make it. possible. . Even Rotary International - was unsuccessful in 
reserving it during this period. About.80-€5% of the churches 

in the tokyo area are taking part in the crusade. Already several 
Japansse Christisns have pledged 100,000 yen (about $ 300.00) to- 
ward the expenses but sctual soticitation for support has not 
Started yet. 


Rev. Mr. Roy Nicolson said, "xe feel this is as a catalyst 
that should enable churches to get together and cooperate as 
they would do themselves in a progrem to supplement the evangelistic 
program of the churches. The Crusade will he Christ-centered 
and church centered, encouraging each church that it is a meeting 
for them.’ Church members are asked to pray for it and start 
talking about it to.non-Christians starting in September. It is 
hoped thet the-seekers will be introduced to a local church 
situation and come to know Christians personally before going to 
the Crusade in May. Believers will accompany the seekers to the 
rallies, Admission will be by tickets only. 


Preparations are now being made to hold an 8 week training 
school for 4000 counsellors recommended by the participating 
churches. 


This is the largest and longest crusade ever planned for 
Tokyo. 


SUMAER CONFERENCES HELD BY 
CHRISTIAN SCHOOL KDUCATION ASSOCIATION ==> 
One-hundrea and eleven delegates reprasenting 46 schools 
gathered at the conference on religious education sponsored by 


the Christisn School Education Association. It was held July 28 
through July 30. The theme of the conference was "Practical 
things of Bible Education." Rev. Mr. Yoshitaro Shigeru, chaplain 


at Doshisha University spoke at the opening service stressing 

the need to rethink the place of Bible education in the educatio- 
Hal sysvem. He said also thet the Bible teachers should recog-~ 
nize themselves as servants to the Word of God, not only teaching 
ies ving, according to.it themselves. 


Professor Megumu Imads of Kansai Gakuin spoke on the role 
of psychology in Christian education. He described present-day 
psychology as not the servent or the memy of religion, but 3related. 
Since the object of psychology is the study of personality, the 
aim and method of relighous educetion is influenced by it. 


Professor Zen Watanabe of St. Paul's University also spoke 
on methodology of Biblical theology. The CORA also sponsored a 
summer school from July 39-August 2. Dean of the summer school 
was Dr. Heiji Takagi of Tokyo Woman's Vollege. There were 30 
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on the faculty and 215 teachers from 56 different schools attended 
the sessions. The theme was "The Development of Christian School 
Education.” 


Professor Takeshi Takasaki of Tokyo Union Theological Semi- 
nary gave the opening talk on the theme "The Motives of Christian 
schools in Japan.” Beginning with the founding of the schools, 
he traced how the motives changed in 30 years and then centered 
on the situation in the present day. In this day of rapid social 
change, it is the responsibility of the school to train leaders.

Sufficient pasture to feed 20 cattle has been developed and 
eventually it will also serve as a cattle breeding center and will 
Gistribute heifers among the local farmers.
